REMARKS 

In response to the above-noted Office Action, Applicant has cancelled all of the claims 
excepting for claim 3 which the Examiner indicated it would be allowable upon receipt of a 
certified copy of the Priority Document and claim 4 which the Examiner indicated is in condition 
for allowance. In this connection, submitted herewith is a Certified Copy of the Priority 
Document. 

Additionally, the Examiner objected to the amendment filed December 29, 2003 under 35 
U.S.C. 132 with specific reference to the replacement paragraph beginning at page 9, line 7. In 
response, Applicant has reinstated the paragraph, as originally filed. 

In view of the foregoing, it is submitted that all outstanding requirements have been 
complied with, and the claims pending for examination, namely Claims 3 and 4 are now in 
condition for allowance, which early action is requested.
